They tlk Chinese. they 
cead Chinese books. play games [o- 
gether. walk throvgh Chinese streets 
to Chinese’ thearres and restaurants 
and sny suggestion of European cul- 
ture mmst therefore be so faint as 
to be not even @ reneér bot merely 
the’ tranest coat of varnish. " 

On the other hand, those stndents 
who return from America or Frame 
almost invariably have a great respect 
and even admiration. for hese coun- 
tries; and eny influence they can wie'd 
in their-own land is certain to be 
affected by their foreign training.

The British Navy, under the tesrifc 
double strain of facing the yet intact 
High..Sea.Fleet and combating the 
submarines, found its resources. sho- 
gether inadequate: 

“I thixk history records few specta- 
cles mote hesoic than thar of the gréa: 
British Navy, fighting this hideous 
and cowardly form of warfare in hali 
2 dozen places with pitifelly made- 
quate. forces, -but with an undaunted 
spitt which remained firm ever 
against the fearful. odds,” writes Ad- 
miral Sims. And he telegraphed at 
once to Washington the grave .mes- 
sage: * We are losing the war”; 3 
few days later he reported: ** Allies 
do not. now command the sea.”” 

But help was given, and quickly, 
by the United States in that dreadhil 
hour of need. : 

WHEN HELP CAME. 

At the crisis of their fate the Bri- 
tish people learnt with a strange thcill 
of emotion that American destroyers 
bad arrived at Queensown. They 
would have been yet more thrilled 
had they been permitted’to know the 
brief dialogue which paased between 
Admiral Bayly, the British commanc- 
er st Queenstown, and the American 
corma@agder of the flotilla.
